With thi* thought in mind the Press' business editor, 
Jerry Marks, in the first of a series today, will simp- 
lift/ Torrance government for the benefit of new as 
well as old residents of the city.

Expensive Government
A city as large as Torrance, with over 1000,000 in­ 

habitants and still growing, is big business. It takes a lot 
of cash and know-how to make it run properly.

Perhaps you are a newcomer to the South Bay's 
largest city. It's probable that your ignorant as to what 
form of government your city uses to conduct its affairs. 
If you are interested then read on. You might want to 
take an active role.

Torrance is run by the Council form of government. 
That is a total of seven men. Six councilmen and a mayor, 
all elected by the people, for a term of four years. Elec­ 
tions are held every two yeari, thereby making it al­ 
most impossible for the same i«ven men to run- the city 
for a period of four years. ___

Each Councilman is paid a total of one hundred doT- 
lars a month. Sort of the "dollar a year man." Thig **um 
is also what the Mayor gets.

Every Tuesday night, either at 5:30 or 8 p.m., a 
Council meeting is held at the City Hall. The public is 
invited but seldom comes.

At these sessions, the business of the week Is re­ 
viewed by the Councilmen who sometimes vote some­ 
thing in or out and sometimes shelve a proposal or vote 
indefinitedly. Meeting time ranges from on« hour to four 
depending on how much is on the agenda.

The Mayor's vote does not carry any more weight 
then any one of the Councilmen. His primary duty is to 
preside and conduct the session and keep it in order. Out­ 
side of the meeting his duties are mostly social in scope.

In Thursday's edition of the Press, Mr. Marks 
will discuss the duties of the City Mana.ger.

L. A. County Harbor Hospital Gels Construction Funds
Award ol| $11,584,950 con­ 

tract for construction of the 
advanced concept, Los Ange­ 
les County Harbor General 
Hospital and Outpatient'Clin­ 
ic was made recently by the 
County Board }of Supervisors.

Construction Is scheduled 
to begin this fall with,"com­ 
pletion set for October, 1962, 
according to Supervisor Bur­ 
ton W. Chace.

Location will be the east­ 
erly portion of the existing 
Harbor General Hospital site 
in the Torrance area, between 
Carson and 120th Sts., at Ver­ 
mont Ave.

Although the County had 
originally budgeted $12,400,- 
000 for the hospital acute unit 
and $1,700,00 for the clinic, 
the Harbor General Hospital 
architects were able to so de­ 
sign the structures the the 
low bid by Robert E. MrKee 
for the construction contract 
was 10,034,100 for the acute 
unit, and $1,540,850 for the 
clinic, a total of $2,515,050 
under the budget.

Original Plans
Original plans were to use 

a previously passed $12,400,- 
000 bond issue for the acute 
unit and to build the clinic 
from money in the county's 
general fund. As a result of 
the low bid, however, both 
units can now be constructed 
from the bond issue money, 
leaving the general fund in­ 
tact.

As developed by the arch­ 
itects, plans call for a fully 
air conditioned eight-story, 
615-bed acute hospital, fea­ 
turing a two-story south wing 
which will house one of the

largest hospital laboratory 
sections in the United States, 
and an adjoining two-story 
outpatient clinic equipped to 
handle 9000 outpatients 
per month.

Funds for the acute hospi­ 
tal were provided by a bond 
issue pa^ssed in November, 
1956, but the project was de­ 
layed art entire year when it 
was determined that the more 
elaborate hospital originally 
sought, complete with resi­ 
dence units and maintenance 
buildings, would carry an ex­ 
cessive tost in view of the 
available funds. In January, 
1958, the architects were in­ 
structed to study methods of 
reducing the scope of the 
project.

Supervisors Approve
Preliminary drawings 

which were well within the 
budget were completed two 
months ahead of schedule and 
approved by the Board of Su­ 
pervisors in December, 1958.

Design of the 400,000-square 
foot acute unit is on the 
highly efficient central core 
nursing unit, plan, with a ser­ 
vice core in the center and 
patient rooms on the periph­ 
ery. Two such self-contained 
units will be located on each 
nursing floor.

Plans call for several med­ 
ical and surgical nursing 
units and separate nursing 
units for pediatrics, obsetrics 
and mental health. The surgi­ 
cal suite will contain nine op­ 
erating rooms.

Laboratory Win*
The adjoining two-story 

laboratory wing, which can 
be expanded to three stories

to meet, future needs, will 
contain 24 separate labora­ 
tories, morgue and autopsy 
rooms, a mediral library for 
the staff, and a branch of the 
Los Angeles County Library 
for patients.

Included will be eye, ear, 
nose, throat, dental, urology,

orthopedic, pediatrlc, general 
medical and surgical, physical 
therapy, and occupational 
therapy clinics, providing a 
wide range of medical treat­ 
ment through the County De­ 
partment of Charities.

Parking will be provided 
for 1000 automobiles. ————————8—————————

L.A. Board of Education 
O.K. Tentative Budget

Another step in the prep­ 
aration of the final budget 
for school year 1960-61 was 
taken by the Los Angeles 
City Board of Education 
June 23 with the approval of 
the tentative budget calling j 
for operating expenditures of 
$252.819.013, or $2,448,117 
more than the preliminary 
budget presented last month.

To finance the school sys­ 
tem for the coming year will 
require a tax rate of $3.6106 
per $100 of assessed valua­ 
tion, Superintendent of 
Schools Ell is A. Jar-vis point­ 
ed out. This includes all 
funds necessary to operate 
the schools.
